To what extent the 
state may properly extend its aid to 
private individuals or concerns en- 
gaged in manufacture is a question 
that will be much discussed.

possible that a 
solution may be 


found in providing the 
installation 


tor exhibits of manufactured pro- 
ducts and possibly in bearing the ex- 
fense of transportation. 
This plan 


would leave to the manufacturer rhe 
expense of providing and maintain- 
ing the exhibit. No charge will 
btf> 


made for exhibit space. The cost of 
installation is the greatest hindrai.ee 
to a general iepr.escntation of manu- 
factured products at an exposition, 
and it is clearly to the advantage of 
my city or town to have its indus- 
tries well represented at an exposi- 
tion of such magnitude and import- 
ance as the world's fair at St. Louis,

At the meeting of the Business 


Men's class at the South church, Con- 
cord, Sunday, the subject tor discus- 
sion was, "What Convicts Do and 
How They arc Handled."' The discub- 
&ion was opened by Warden Charles 
E. Cox of the New Hampshire state 
prison, a resident ot Manchester, whr 
read a paper on tne conduct of -a- 
lairs at that inbttitution, which was 
lifctened to wit- keen interest. The 
warden said: 


"Various states differ in their treat- 


ment of criminals. At all timc& New 
Hampshire- has to silve 
the same1 


problems of prison discipline which 
confront other status, and yet s!v; 
docs not take an extieme point of 
view. Perhaps, then, I can bcbt oprn 
the discussion this morning by gn- 
ing an idea ol the daily routine of 
cm own state institution. 


"On evpry work day the prisoners 


inarch down to breakfast at <i o'clock, 
and go to work at 7. They have the 
hour from 12 to 1 lor dinner and le- 
tuin to their cells at 6 o'clock In tin 
summer time, but as the convicts 
are never allowed out of their cclis 
after dark, in winter work is stopped 
an hour earlier. The lights arc i/ut 
out at S o'clock, but until that time 
they arc free 
to read, mend 
their 


clothes 
or pass the time as they 


chose. There is little deference be- 
tween one day and the next 


"On Sunday the men are called at 


twenty minutes to eight, and af «. 
bioakfast go to the cliapcl exercises 
at quarter to fl. They have the re- 
mainder of the day to thcmsel/ts. 
During the clay the chaplain talks 
wiih many 
of tne men, and every 


Sunday I visit, each man for a lew 
laoment's talk. 


"It is much the same on holidays, 


only in place of the religious service 
some entertainment is given in -,'ie 
chapel. Since my connection witn 
the prison the governors of the state 
tr-ve taken a personal interest in this 
feature of prison life, and the e»n- 
\icts ha\e been enabled to enjoy en- 
tertainments given by talent wor'hy 
of any audience. 


"Upon arrival at the prison the 


convict is taken into what we call 
the 'receiving room.' Here his de- 
scription and a series of physical 
measurements 
are entered on our 


records. Hie convict is then com- 
pelled to bathe,' and is given a suit of 
clothes with a complete set of tiir- 
nishingr,. The prison rules are then 
r« ad and discussed, the convict hav- 
ing the privilege ot asking any revc 
larit questions. At this time it is i-.i 
pressed 
upon him that the 
courts 


have passed on his case, and now it 
only remains lor him to receive kind 
and humane treatment at the hands 
of the prison officials in so far as he 
complies with the rules of discipline 
laid down by the governor and coun- 


after serving a thirty year r«;ntence. 
During a large part of his confine- 
ment he was-one of the 'trusties' on 
the- farm and he came to have an in- 
terest in the prison and a personal 
pride 
in the 
appearance 
of 
the 


grounds as great as the average man 
has in his own estate. 


"But with the exception of these 


few men who do the houswork, all 
the 
convicts are employed in the 


housework, all the convicts are em- 
ployed in the shop where chairs are 
made. Over fifty diffeient kinds aro 
ecnt out, varying fiom the common 
dining to willow and reed rockers 
and fine office chairs. 


' From the point of view of the 


ftate and the convict. I can only 
speak in the highest terms of our 
rysteni of employment. It is a fact 
that the men like the wbrk, and a.n- 
H( Spate a work day with tar greater 
j.lea sure than a holiday. From time 
tc time our legislators arc urged by 


to enact laws that will do away 


with all useful and productive 
in pnsous; in other words, the. con- 
victs, many of whom have always 
lived on the industry of others, aro 
to be supported in idleness by thv. 
thritty and industrious citizens. The 
injustice of such an arangement ib 
appaient Aftei careful consideration 
of this 
question 
I am convinced 


that such legislation as will keep 
the prisoner in idleness is a gieit 


to tl'C public as well as to tho 


<nnvict&, 
ior the latter should 
D<? 


lropt 
constantly employed 
at such 


useful labor as they arc physically 
and mentally able to perform. 
By 


this means only can tho habit ot in- 
dustry be inculcated, aud there bo 
any hope of curing their diseased 
aid dotormed cnaracteis. To suppou 
them in idleness would be injunoiib 
to health, mind and morals that t,1<e 
nec-essar> 
disastrous 
results 
are 


under restiamt will lead to deprea- j 
sion of spirits, followed by melan 
cho'lia. 


"There is no system better than 


that in vogue in Una state. It is b»t 
ter for the communtiy, who thould 
not be taxed to support this large 
i umber of able-bodied men in idle 
ness, .and also lor the prisoner, wiic 
cannot and should not be ignored, 
and \\iio, by this system, is taught 
not only the useful and necessary 
iiabit ot industry, but has the oppor- 
tunity to acquire such habits as 
accrue 
to his 
benefit 
when

'From the receiving room' the con- 


vict is taken to the shop and as- 
signed his portion of the work, and 
so wHhin a short time fiom his ar- 
rival he has taken all the steps, 
which are retraced each day of his 
confinement. 


'Some men are needed in the kitch- 


en, some in the laundry, and in other 
departments. After a inan is tried in 
(he shop and proves that he is fitted 
for work in some other department, 
where ho is ncded, ho is transferred. 
There are few lines of- work or tn*dc 
i)Ot represented among the' convicts. 
The cooking for all tho men is done 
by three convictu; a convict cobbler 
repaii8 all the shoes; even the b.u- 
bcr'« work J» done by a convict em! 
KC on, Thero have always been on-t 
or two men who are tmatccj to cK> 
some of the farm work. Of tho lat'er, 
one, whom probably you have n'l 
s«rn, was rcloMctl (our ytara ;igo, 


ot the now federal prison at 


Fort Leavenworth, which is being 
built by convict labor, and where, 
you may remember, there was a 
break of twenty-six prisoners Novem 
bcr seventh. Warden McClaughry of 
ihc federal prison, who before assun.- 
in£ his present important position at 
the head of other state institutions 
of large proportions, notably in Illi- 
nois, in deprecation of convict labor 
being thus employed, said: "By thus 
employing convict labor, on the aver- 
age, over 50 per cent cf the work'nj; 
time of the 
prisoners is lost 
in 


marching back and forth. But it is 
not the most serious loss. The march- 
ing of such a mass of men together 
is of itself, despite all precautions, a 
demoralizing effect that tells with 
fearful effect up on the morale of 
the prisoners. It is earnestly hoped 
by all who are familiar with the situ- 
ation that the continuance of this 
rtate of things may be made as short 
as possible, both for the interests of 
the prisoner and the honor of the 
government. 


"I ant sure that no one who undu- 


tho conditions as they exi t 


will advocate 
convict lalx>r on our 


state roads, and I am confident thai 
if tho experiment is ever tried in this 
state, even these who may now with 
sincerity advocate such a step, would 
bn among the first to demand its con- 
tinuance. 


"The employment of the 
female 


prisoners is not a perplexing pro' 
:em. There are but two and they do 
the work conectcd with boarding t' <• 
officers of the prison. 


"So much if the- time the convict is 


obliged to remain by himself, and 
reading is necessarily his principal 
diversion. 
It is fortunate that 
this 


prison is possessed of a good library. 
There arc about three thousand vol- 
umes, principally works of histoiy 
biography and fiction. There are also 


years prior to May ^5, 1901, we had a 
statute which allowed convicts com- 
mutation ol time for good conduct. 
TV. mofat men this was a keen incen- 
tive to good conduct, since nearly all 
strove to gain every possible day ,\1 
lowed under the .statute. This stat- 
ute wns repealed by the last legi&lu. 
ture and a law was enacted in its 
place, directing courts to Impose a 
rumimum and maximum 
sentence 


Although it is tine that the law hi>s 
not had a fair trial, yet the least tha 
can be said is that there is not uni 
lormitv among the courts in imposing 
their sentences, and w'nlo some men 
sentenced under tl'C new lavv hive 
benefited, 
yet many have 
suffered 


For instance, one man under the new 
law will lose 20fi da.ys a& eo-roparod 
with the same sentence under the 
old law. However, the theory of the 
law is good, and will without doubt, 
eventually accomplish its end—relie 
of the unfortunate. 


"In 
general 
then, tr«* 
convicts 


mnintam good order because, firs' 
they realize that if they do not, th-re 
is sufficient force to 
compel e-bcdi 


ence, and secondly, because, if they 
no, they 
may thereby 
materially 


shorten their sentences. 


''But, aside from any theory, in tl*e 


practical conduct of the prison, the 
convicts are hanuled with considera- 
ikm—consideration for their feelings, 
but above all, const !cratl< n fo-r their 
ph;. sical condition. I do not krow 
that the men receive the same irdi- 
•v'uual attention as the .nembcrs of 
i he Harvard lootball teams do, but 
in both instances, the same end is 
sought, to keep the men in good 
phyical condition. Our aim above all 
•'he, is to keep the men in good 
h siltli. This is the reason why we 
)i\e a prison physican; why we pay 
plumbers' 
bills; wage 
a. perpetual 


war. against filth; provide pure, sub- 
stantial food, and so on. In short, 
tl.ere is not, as many people suppose, 
a sign hung over the prison entrance 
\vliich reads: "Abandon hope, all ye 
who enter here."

The first stationary compressed air 


cleaning apparatus to be placed in a 
hotel in the United States, if not in 
the world, was put in operation in Mii- 


recently. Tlie compressor is 


located in the basement, and from it 
pipes lead to every floor of the build- 
ing, \\ith places thereon for attaching 
tho hose, and hereafter the carpets 
and furniture and draperies of the ho- 
tel will be kept clean and sweet by 
means of this new device. It is an 
automatic piece of mechanism, and 
when in use the air pressure is kept at 
eighty pounds to the square inch. It is 
operated by electricity, and when tho 
limit of pressure is reached the elec- 
trical current is cut off, but as soon sis 
started up tbo connection is renewed 
and the pressure maintained. By this 
meaur. the air current is sent through 
tbe carpets, furniture and bedding, 
cleaning out all dirt and rendering 
them sweet and clean.—Milwaukee 
Sentinel.

1 The annual report of the Interttatw 
commerce oammlMlon bring* oat with 
new emphasis the weakness of the law 
under which it acts and tbe difficulty 
of *o enforcing It as to accomplish Ita 
essential purpose. That purpose la to 
prevent discriminations in railroad 
charges and to secure substantial 
equality to persons and places and at 
the same time to prevent any agree- 
ment or association between the lines 
that shall interfere with legitimate 
competition for traffic In a common 
field. 


It is well known by everybody at all 


familiar with the railroad situation 
that the spirit if not the letter of the 
interstate commerce law is being con- 
stantly violated. Tbe making of secret 
rates, by which special Interests are 
granted terms more favorable than are 
granted to the general public, Is tone of 
the chief forms of violation. 


This practice springs for the most 


part from the desire and even the need 
of some roads to compete with their ri- 
vals. In part also it springs from dis- 
honorable connections between railroad 
managers and the favored shippers. It 
is of course absolutely indefensible— 
simply a form of swindling the share- 
holders and the patrons of the roads. 
The law prohibits all agreements be- 
tween roads as to the division of traffic 
or as to rates, and this shuts up the 
weaker lines to the choice of losing 
their business altogether or violating 
the law by cutting rates in secret or its 
equivalent the giving of rebates. In 
presence of such an alternative great 
risks are taken. Every officer or agent 
of a railroad engaged in these transac- 
tions is liable to \ cry heavy penalties, 
lie may be fined $3,000 or imprisoned 
in the penitentiary for two years, or he 
may b« both fined and imprisoned for 
each offense. But the offenses con- 
tinue. 


The interstate commerce commission j 


is well aware of these violations and 
under the law as it now exists has per- 
haps adequate means of proving their 
existence, but it is insisted that tho 
commission has practically no means 
of enforcing a compliance with the law 
w.hcn such violations aie discovered. 
Apparently the present law as con- 
strued by the courts imposes an impos- 
sible task upon the cominis&iou.
